An interview v^as initiated by the Examiner on November 19, 2003. The 
Examiner faxed an Examiner's amendment to claims 1-30. On November 21, 2003, the 
entry of Examiner's amendment was authorized by the applicant. 

A second interview was initiated by the Examiner on November 24, 2003. No 
claims were discussed. The priority claim contained a typographical error that was 
corrected. Further, an agreement was reached to remove the claim to priority from WO 
00/56988. 


A third interview was conducted on December 3, 2003. Claims 4, 5, 15, 18, 19, 
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27, and 30 were discussed. It was agreed to remove "stably transformed" and to further 
amend claim 27 to remove the phrase "in said host." 
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
